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WHEREAS, on April 2, 2008, Plaintiff ASUSTeK Computer, Inc. ("ASUSTeK") 
commenced this action for patent infringement against International Business Machines 
Corporation ("IBM"); 

WHEREAS, IBM answered ASUSTeK's complaint and asserted counterclaims against 
ASUSTeK and ASUS Computer International (collectively, "ASUS"); 

WHEREAS, ASUS and IBM have filed a Stipulation of Dismissal with this Court advising 
the Court that the parties have reached a mutually satisfactory resolution of all issues between 
them that were the subject of this action; and 

WHEREAS, upon consideration of the Stipulation, the Court finds that entry of an order 
dismissing all claims by and between ASUS and IBM is in the interests of justice.. 

WHEREFORE, THE COURT HEREBY ORDERS, ADJUDGES, AND DECREES: 

1 . This action in its entirety, including complaint, amended complaint, answers, 
amended answers, counterclaims, amended counterclaims and counter-counterclaims, is 
DISMISSED WITH PREJUDICE; 

2. Each party shall bear its own attorney's fees and costs and expenses incurred by or 
on behalf of said party in connection with this action; and 

3. All unresolved pending motions in this action if any, between these settling parties 
are denied as moot. 

The Clerk of Court is instructed to enter final judgment in accordance wi th the conditions 
and terms stated herein, and to terminate the case.
